Calgary, Nov, 28. — Alberta 

wheat pool will carry on for 
another year under the pres- 
ent marketing system, it was 
decided at today’s session of 
the annual meeting. It was 
deemed inadvisable to forma 
new plan under the present un- 
certain conditions, 
_ Pollowiug the uoon adjourn- 
meut of the meeting held in 
comers, it was announced the 
70 delegates bud decided ‘to 
have their organization carry 
ou for anolber year, after the 
expiration of the prosent con- 
trect, on the same basis of co- 
Operation as at present in 
force.’ The present contract, 
whieh expires July 15, 1933, 
permits the former.to sell his 
grain through the pool on a 
pooling basis or on the open 
market at prevailing prices. 

‘Lo continue the present sys- 
tem after the contract’s expir- 
ation, the pool will ask the Al- 
berta legislature to amend the 
Wheat. Pool act.

Soda Works Near Loverna 
Gets Huge Contract 


On Sunday last, three of the 
largest trucks, two of seven 
tons and one of eight tons, ever 
seen in towo, stopped here for 
an hour or two They were on 
their way to Fusilier from Cal. 
gary to enter upon a contract 
for hauling one bundred thous- 
and tons of salt cake, from the 
lake five miles north to the mill 
at Fusilier, 

We understand the Fusilier 
mill has received an order for 
3500 curlouds of sudium sul. 
phate to be used in the modern 
process of refining nickel, and 
which will be shipped to Nor. 
thern Ontario, ‘The contract 
will tax the tull capacity of the 
mill, night and day tor a period 
of four months, and will give 
employmeut to a large number 
of men. 

The salt cake will be taken 
out of the dry lake with an ele. 
vating grader, and loaded di- 
1ect inte the trucks, which will 
haul it to mill at the rate of 
four hundred tone a day,

Monetary Systems. 


Individuals the world over have always discussed money. They have 
always been interested in money. But the vast majority of people in years 
gone by never bothered their heads very much about monetary systems, and 

. how they worked. They knew that their country was on “a gold standard,” 
but they did not trouble to find out and understand just what that meant. 
They knew that Governments and banks issued paper bills and that these bills 
were money. But the main thing one and all were concerned about was how 
many of these bills they could get in return for the products or the services 
they had to sell, and how far those same bills would go in buying the goods 
or services they found it necessary to buy. Of the system behind the issue of 
these paper bills the average person knew little and cared less. 

Today this indifference has disappeared like so many other things in this 
rapidly changing world. People are still interested in money, how to get, how 
to spend it, and what it will purchase for them. But they also want to know 
all about the system back of the issue, circulation, and exchange of money. 
The people of the world have been awakened with a jolt to a realization that 
the monetary system is not working as it should work in the interest and 
welfare of mankind, and we hear the opinion expressed on every hand that 
money has become the master and not the servant of mankind; that instead 
of remaining a mere convenience in order to expedite the exchange of the 
world’s commodities and services, it has itself become a commodity; and, 
that being the case, the people want to know who controls the production of | 
that commodity,—money. 

As a result of this aroused interest, everybody is talking about monetary | 
systems. People are debating the subject whether they understand it or not. 
The number of theories, opinions, suggestions advanced are legion; they far 
out-numbered all the monetary and banking systems of the world. Much 
of what is said, and is even being soberly advanced as a panacea for the 
world’s ills, is based in the most profound ignorance. The “cures” being 
offered would prove far worse than the disease they wouuld seek to over- 

~*~ come, 

Out of the confusion of ideas and suggestions and so-called solutions, one 
thing emerges. It is this: That no one nation can of itself remove the cause 
of its financ'al embarrassment and cure the malady from which it is 
suffering. There may be persons who honestly think that their pet theory | 
will work where all others have failed; that a nation can, of itself, remedy 
its own ills, and that even a subordinate state or province within a nation | 
can do so, but. all history proves the fallacy of any such notion. | 

In our dilemma, the safe thing to do is to take a middle-course,—not to 
take the dictum of the banker on the one hand, nor the theories of the radical 
on the other hand, but rather to weigh well the opinions and advice of 
impartial students of world economics, men trained and having experience in 
the weighing of causes and effects, men who have no axe to grind, but who} 
desire that solutions be reached based on solid facts and economic truth. 

There are such men in most countries, and outstanding in this group in} 
the world today is Professor Gustav Cassel, of Sweden. He is an originator, 
not merely an exponent of a great deal of modern economic thought. His 
counsel has been sought,by central banks in many countries, by govern- 
ments’ and by the League of Nations. His opinions cannot be lightly dis- 
missed. He was invited to deliver the Rhodes Memorial Lectures this year at 
Oxford. There were three lectures dealing with the gold standard and the 
break-down of the world’s monetary system. These lectures have now been 
published in book form. 

One Canadian reviewer of this book says that Professor Cassel minces 
no words in these lectures. There are none of the cautious phrases and 
complicated qualifications to which one is accustomed in the writings of 
economists. He speaks as one having authority and evidently considers that 


\, Cassel first shows that gold has ceased to impart value to money and that 

. its automatic regulation of the value of money has given place to bank 

i policy as a means of regulation. ‘For a true understanding of the money- 
tary system,” says Professor Cassel, “it is of fundamental importance that 
we should make ourselves familiar with the fact that a national currency 
never is anything else than a paper currency and that the maintenance of 
a@ gold standard only means that this currency, by a deliberate monetary 
policy, is kept in a certain parity with gold.” He goes on to show that the 
value of gold itself is then determined by the monetary policy of the leading 
gold country, and he lays the blame for the great fall in world prices upon 
the monetary restriction policies of France and the United States. 

Professor Cassel pokes fun at the apoplectic old gentlemen who will not 
entertain the notion of a “managed money” and talk largely about “sound 
money,” by making it absolutely clear that we already have a managed 
money. In fact he attributes a great deal of our grief to the fact that not 
only is our money managed, but that it has been very badly managed. After 
pointing out the amount of intelligent co-operation that is needed to make 
even a reformed gold standard work, he concludes that gold must, in the 
circumstances, be regarded as singularly unsuitable for use as a standard of 


value. 

Professor Cassel complains of the loose and unintelligent use of the 
word inflation, which does not mean what the pious think it means. An 
expansion of the legal basis for money does not necessarily involve inflation. 
Anyhow, he thinks that some inflation would be a good thing. “The best 
thing that the gold standard countries could do; he says, ‘would be imme- 
diately to start an inflation of their currencies.” Remember, it is no crank 
who proclaims this, but one of the world’s leading authorities, a mature 
man, and one whose influence has been established and proven, 

His views, as set forth in these lectures, may well receive the close study 
and consideration of all would-be monetary experts, currency reformers and 
re-organizers of our banking system, They may find comfort and support | 
in some things, but they will also be steered away from many of the untried | 
theories they are now advocating and which this world authority exposes as | 
utterly unsound, and which, if put into practice, would bring disastrous | 


results.

Have Highest Rating In Respect To, 
Fire Risk 

Reports from Ottawa show that the 
theatres in Canada now have the 
highest rating in respect to fire risk 
of any property. This fact was 
brought out in the report just issued 
by J. Grove Smith, Dominion Fire 
Commissioner, 

The report further shows that there 
were only 19 fires in theatres in the 
last year and not one of them of a 
serious nature. The total fire loss was 
only $4,200. 

The report gives high credit to the 
type of men engaged in the business 
of managing theatres in the Domin- 
ion. Mr. Smith stated that nowhere 
in the world did the managers take 
the precautions to safeguard their 
patrons as in Canada and particularly 
in Ontario. When one stops to think 
that over 3,000,000,000 feet of film 
was shown in the close on to a thou- 
sand theatres in Canada last year 
this small fire loss is remarkable. — 
St. Thomas Times-Journal.

US. Bank Failures 


Canot All Be Blamed On Business 
Depression Says Investigator 

All American bank failures cannot 
be blamed on the business depression, 
Dr. Charles O. Hardy, of the Brook- 
ings Institute, reported after an in- 
tensive survey. 

He estimated that in the decade 
1921-1931 there were 8,784 bank in- 
solvencies in the United States, or 29 
per cent. of the number of banks in 
operation at the beginning of the 
period. 

Hardy blamed “the inherent bank- 
ing instability” on: 

“The whole system of pyramiding a 
vast array of obligations which tech- 
nically or practically, are payable on 


demand on a slender basis of cash}| 


and an even slenderer basis in the 
form of stockholders’ equity. This 
dependence for solvency is placed on 
assets which can only be liquidated 
by transfer or by wholesale destruc- 
tion of monetary values. 

He concluded his survey with the 
assertion that “while the United 
States is not the only important coun- 
try in which banks become insolvent, 
it is the only one in which they are 
allowed to fail.”

TAPIOCA CREAMED SALMON 


% cup milk. 

44 cup water. 

2 level tablespoons quick-cooking 
tapioca.

To Care For Jobless 
Alberta Relief Commission To Take 

Charge Until Relief Camps Open 

Calgary, Alberta.—Calgary city 
fathers bid farewell to a great bur- 
den when the Alberta government de- 
cided it would take full responsibil ty 
for single jobless who have crowded 
into the city to the number of more 
than 2,500. Alberta relief commission 
will handle the feeding and housing 
of the men who will obtain two meals 
a day and bed t’ckets until relief 
camps are opened. 

Following conversations with city 
officials the relief commission chair- 
man, A. A. MacKenzie, and Mayor 
Andy Davidson announced the agree- 
ment whereby the provincial authori- 
ties would handle the situation. A 
community kitchen will be opened 
here, and the men will be given meals 
after they have registered with relief 
officials. 

How long the arrangement will 
continue is unknown as it depends on 
when the relief camps are opened. 
However, it was emphasized men re- 
fusing to go to the camps when they 
are formed would be refused any re- 
lief. 


Jobless In Toronto 


Mayor Asks Premier Bennett To 
Care For Transients 

Toronto, Ont.—It is the duty of the 
Dominion Government to care for job- 
less men who arrived by train from 
Winnipeg, Mayor W. J. Stewart de- 
clared, and wired Premier R. B. Ben- 
nett that the government should pro- 
vide for transportation of the men to 
their homes. 

The number of arrivals was var- 
iously estimated as high as 500. 
Mayor Stewart, in his telegram, re- 
ported arrival of 69 on one train and 
said he was advised another train had 
arrived with a larger quota. He 
claimed the homes of some are in the 
west. 

The jobless are said to have come 
from different parts of western Can- 
ada, many of them from the harvest 
fields in the prairie sections. 


New Air Regulations 


Operating ’Plane Over Canadian 
Penetentiaries Is Forbidden 

Toronto, Ont.—The Mail and Em- 
pire in a despatch from its Ottawa 
correspondent, quoted J. A. Wilson, 
controller of civil aviation, as issuing 
an order forbidding operation of air- 
craft over Canadian penitentiaries, 

The text of the order as carried by 
the newspaper is: 

“Pilots and operators of aircraft 
are hereby warned to avoid flying 
over or near any penitentiary or like 
institution, In future any aircraft ob- 
served intentionally flying over such 
institutions for any purpose whatever 
will be considered to have committed 
an infringement of the air regulations 
concerning prohibited areas.”

Britain | Lifts Embargo 
On Canadian Livestock 


No Need To Exclude Cattle For Fear 
Of Disease 

London, Eng.—The House of Com- 
mons moved without division to re- 
move the existing embargo against 
importation of Canadian cattle to the 
United Kingdom. 

The House decided to lift the em- 
bargo after passing the meat quota 
clause of the Ottawa agreements bill, 
203 to 65. E 

Malcolm MacDonald, son of the 
Prime Minister and under secretary 
for the Dominions, explained there 
was no further need to exclude Cana- 
dian cattle from the country on the 
ground it might be diseased. 

He said also the period of deten- 
tion of cattle at the Canadian port 
of shipment would be one day instead 
of the customary three days as the 
length of the voyage was sufficient to 
allow time for development of disease 
should it occur. 

Lifting of the embargo will go into 
effect when the Ottawa agreements 
bill becomes law. The bill is expected 
to encounter little opposition in the 
House of Lords.

Ottawa, Ont.—Cheaper cigarettes 
and liquor may result from a bill in- 
troduced in the House of Commons by 
Hon. E. B, Ryckman, Minister of Na- 
tional Revenue.

British House Passes Pact 


Ottawa Agreement Is Given Substan- 
tial Majority 

London, Eng.—To the accompani- 
ment of loud ministerial cheers the 
House of Commons gave third reading 
to the government's Ottawa agree- 
ments bill with a heavy majority of 
348. The vote was 416 to 68. 

The bill was then sent to the House 
of Lords. 

Final hours of debate brought a 
renewed attack on the trade pacts 
between the United Kingdom and the 
Dominions, concluded at the Ottawa 
Economic Conference, by Sir Herbert 
Samuel, leader of the free trade ele- 
ment of the opposition. 

Sir Herbert declared Neville Cham- 
berlain, Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
himself, had been forced to contem- 
plate the possibility of a changed 
government in some one of the Do- 
minions repudiating. its agreement 
with the United Kingdom. 

It had been made clear during the 
course of debate, he continued, that 
the agreements which purported to 
be for five years could be altered at 
any time by parliament whenever 
it chose, 

He maintained that apple growers 
in Canada who thought they had an 
absolute agreement for five years now 
found they had not. 

Mr. Chamberlain replied for the 
government that new Canadian 
duties, substituted by the Anglo- 
Canadian pact for existing duties, 
could not be altered within the next 
five years except to a limited degree 
specified in the agreement.

U.F.M. Passes Resolution Urging

Dauphin, Man.— United Farmers of 
Manitoba stand as proponents of 
monetary reform.

St. Vincent De Paul, Que.—-The 
flash of a knife was the spark that 
touched off a short but fierce riot in 
St. Vincent de Paul penitent’ary 
here, when rebellious convicts sudden- 
ly turned on their guards and set fire 
to the prison workshops. The prison 
is 5 miles from Montreal. 


Three guards were stabbed and 
beaten by five prisoners and severely 
scorched by the fire that raged in 
the workshops a moment later. A 
giant negro convict named Crossley, 
leader of the insurgents, was injured 
in the fighting and nearly perished in 
the flames when he refused to come 
out of the blazing workshops. It was 
several hours before the negro was 
carried unconscious from the fire and 
lodged in the prison infirmary. Six 
unnamed guards and a_ prisoner 
named Legace were less seriously in- 
jured. 

Late tonight a heap of glowing em- 
bers cast flickering shadows on the 
gaunt ruins of the workshops. The 
1,105 convicts confined in the peni- 
tentiary were securely locked in their 
cells and a doubled guard patrolled 
the stone walls encircling the Federal 
penal institution. 

A group of 15 convicts’ went to 
work in the tailor shop of the peni- 
tentiary at the usual hour. Crossley 
was in the group. 

As Guard Aube strolled by Cross- 
ley, the big negro whirled and leaped 
at him, a knife flashing in his hand. 
As at a pre-arranged signal, four 
other prisoners dropped their work 
and lunged at the other two guards, 
Forest and Jacques, 

The three guards were trapped. The 
convicts hurled themselves upon their 
warders, beating them down. 

One of the prisoners, believed to 
have been Crossley, stooped and set 
fire to a pile of cloth cuttings in 
the tailor shop. As guards pounded 
across the courtyard armed w.th 
rifles, the convicts slammed the shop 
doors shut. Aube, stabbed in the neck 
by Crossley's knife, was unconscious 
on the floor and the other two guards 
were struggling feebly as blows rain- 
ed on their heads from the desperate 
prisoners. 

Tongues of flame licked at the 
walls. A haze of smoke from the 
burning cloth sent prisoners and 
guards stumbling, half blinded and 
choking through the shop. 

Guards rushed in to battle with 
the insurgents. The convicts did not 
give in without a fight. Guards ran to 
hose racks and dragged long hose to 
the doors of the tailor shop. 

The whole penitentiary was in an 
uproar. As the hose swelled under 
the pressure of water, convicts slash- 
ed them in two. Guards stood help- 
lessly with limp and useless hose in 
their hands while the other end writh- 
ed about on the floor, drenching the 
fighting guards and prisoners. 

Reinforcements from the force of 
150 guards stationed at the peniten- 
tiary made a concerted rush, and the 
prisoners were forced back to the cell 
block. 


Hunger Marchers Go Home 

London, Eng.—-Balked in their third 
attempt to enforce their demands, the 
unemployed “hunger marchers,” who 
straggled into London, turned home- 
ward, Thirty men climbed aboard a 
charabanc and started back for 
Brighton, whence they came.

It would seem that the present gen- 
eration have by no means lost venera- 
tion for the oldest of all industries— 
the tilling of the soil—and a demon- 
stration of how this ancient history 
should be done in this day and gener- 
ation can attract crowds as large as 
attend big league baseball or football 
games. An inter-provincial ploughing | 
match was held recently at the Cana- 
dian Government Central Experiment- 
al Farm, on the outskirts of Ottawa, | 
and many thousands attended to) 
watch the competitive events during | 
the four days the meet was held. On} 
the last day more than 10,000 persons 
were present to see the finish of the 
final contests, when furrows were 
ploughed from one end to the other of 
the large field, as straight as a gun 
barrel. This ploughing match, which | 
was open to horse and tractor 
ploughs, demonstrated that the farm} 
horse is by no means on the way to 
join the Dodo or the Great Auk; in- 
deed, the consensus among farmer 
folk is that the farm horse is steadily 
plodding his way back towards the} 
plane of his former popularity. 

The Inter-Provincial Ploughing 
match was formally opened by His 
Excellency the Earl of Bessborough, 
Governor-General of Canada, who 
tried his hand at ploughing a long, 
clean, straight furrow and made a 
good showing for an amateur. The 
ploughs used in the contests were na- 
turally a substantial improvement on} 
the first cast fron plough made in) 
Canada more than 100 years ago. 
This distinction of making that im- | 
plement belongs to Earastus Parsons, 
a native of Lisle, Brome County, New 
York. In 1824 he moved to Chip- 
pawa, Ontario, near Niagara Falls. 
He was poor, but had an idea that 
cast-iron ploughs would be more serv- 
iceable than those of wood and 
wrought iron, which were then in) 
general use. He gathered together 
scrap iron, constructed a rude furnace | 
and cast three ploughs, which proved 
to be models of lightness and dura- 
bility. The demand for his ploughs 
soon became great. In 1827 he died 
at the age of 38 years. His business 
was carried on by a Mr. Macklem. In 
three years Parsons made a net profit 
on the sale of his ploughs of $6,000. 


Birds Prove Menace To Sheep 


Magpies Destroy Young Lambs In! 
British Columbia | 

Brutal methods employed by mag- 
pies to secure food among the large | 
flocks of sheep and lambs during 
spring are disclosed by A. Bryan Wil- 
liams, British Columbia game com- 
missioner, in his annual report. 

When the lambs are only a few 
hours old the voracious magpies peck 
out their eyes, leaving them blind and | 
helpless to die in agony. Then the 
birds feast on their young, tender 
lamb. 

Bounties were paid on 3,427 mag- 
pies and wardens killed an additional 
1,385, a total of 4,812 last year, but 
the birds do not appear to be greatly | 
diminished in number. 

The commissioner recommends the 
total extinction of magpies and crows, 
the latter being almost as bad as 
magpies. Wardens shot 5,700 crows 
last year, also 51 eagles, 302 hawks, 
and 130 owls.

Ordinarily it 
is a fine thing to get a second and a 
third cut of alfalfa, but the best hay- 
making season is over when they 
come and curing is often a problem.

-—the two smallest—and we made 
ourselves think that the other two

| only half over at the time. Farmers 
rarely have too much pasture, and the 
live stock will usually take care of 
| any second or third cutting that a 
weary farmer does not care to har- 
vest. Where alfalfa will grow there is

New Process Being Perfected 


For Producing Synthetic Lumber 
Stronger Than Natural Product 


New Style In Eggs 


Pure White Shells and Pale Yellow 
Yolks Now Correct 

When we speak of good taste in 
eggs we usually mean gustatory, or 
at least, olfactory taste. But butter 
and egg men declare the visual taste 
is the selling appeal in eggs, new-laid 
eggs, fresh eggs—or eggs. Hens are, 
perhaps, more concerned than is the 
public in the announcement that cor- 
rect style in eggs from the poultry 
yard this coming winter demands 
pure white shells and pale yellow 
yolks. L. B, Kilbourne, president of 
the United States Egg Men’s Associa- 
tion, is quoted as authority for that 
dictum, which makes it evident that 
esthetic considerations enter into the 
marketing of eggs. Of course, we 
Canadians have so many protective 
laws and inspectors always working 
that our eggs must be always in good 
taste for breakfast table manners. At 
least, legally, no unwarranted egg 
can enter a home unless duly branded 
according to class. 

Still, we don’t know where that 
Chicago expert gets his fashions for 
hens and their eggs. The egg public is 
not finicky except about the date of 
the package. The average egg appe- 
tite doesn't go by shells, beige tint, 
sun tan, or what not. A pallid yolk 
is not so worrisome as long as the per- 
fod between the hen and the cup is 
moderately brief. However, the golden 
yellow of an egg is rather appetizing 
to even the less dilettante, though a 
mere egg-eater might not notice the 
warm pastel shades of the yolk, as it 
were. Then there is a considerable 
section of the egg’s public with a 
strong leaning to the belief that 
stronger coloration of shell indicates 
richer and more nutritious content. 
The chemistry persons deny that 
fancy. At the same time boarding 
house keepers who have factitious egg 
bachelors to satisfy boil their white 
eggs in coffee and produce the beauti- 
ful rich warm tone natural to hen 
fruit of good taste. Moreover, the 
average egg consumer will never be- 
lieve Chicago designers can decree a 
fashion in eggs—despite the depres-

Canada’s Flour Exports 


Substantial Increase In Shipments To 
United Kingdom Is Expected 

In 1931 Canada sent 2,225,490 bar- 
rels of flour to Great Britain out of 
a total importation by the British of 
6,141,192 barrels. The United States 
sent 1,187,190 barrels. It is expected 
that Canada will increase substantial- 
ly her exports of flour to the United 
Kingdom, | 

In 1931 Great Britain imported to) 
the equivalent of 250,466,00 bushels 
of wheat. With the flour and wheat 
preference granted through the agree- 
ments, the wheat exports from Can- 
ada to the United Kingdom are ex- 
pected to increase by many millions 
of bushels. 

And as the wheat industry is one 
of the chief keystones of Canadian 
prosperity, the advantages granted 
wheat and flour are hoped to prove 
important factors in the national re- 
covery.

Waiting 80 years or more for com- 
mercial lumber to grow on the stump 
is no longer necessary, a report by a 
professor in Iowa State College to the 
American Chemical Society says. Any 
wood that now grows in the forest 
can be duplicated out of the refuse 
from American farm crops—corn 
stalks and cobs, straw and bagassa 
The hardest of this synthetic wood, 
according to the report, closely re- 
sembles teak in appearance, as well as 
in durability, density and strength, 
while its cross-breaking coefficient is 
nearly double that of teak and almost 
equal to that of common steel. Varia 
tions of the process of manufacture 
produce “wood” as light and friable 
as cork, 

One advantage of this synthetic 
product is that it takes less weeks to 
produce than it takes years for trees 
to reach commercial size. Another fs 
that it can be made out of the refus« 
from food crops. Still another advan- 
tage is that lamination synthetic lum. 
ber can be molded into various dimen- 
sions, which saves labor costs. A 
house can be built out of this mater- 
ial, says the Iowa professor, at aboul 
the cost of one built out of natural 
lumber and will be stronger and less 
expensive to heat, a result of its bet- 
ter insulation. The cost of producing 
the hardest of this synthetic building 
material however is approximately 
$250 a ton, which seems for the time 
being to place it out of competition 
with forest products. As timber be- 
comes scarcer and consequently more 
costly, and the methods of manufac- 
turing synthetic wood are improved 
and thereby cheapened, this discrep- 
ancy in costs may be expected to di- 
minish and ultimately to disappear. 


Again chemistry has come to the 
aid of Nature and man. When the 
first ax was sunk into the primeval 
forest of America, a catamount could 
travel from the Atlantic to the Miss- 
issippl without ever seeing the sun- 
light. Waste in clearing off the forests 
—some of it inseparable from the 
progress of agriculture, some of it un- 
pardonably stupid and unnecessary— 
threatened to leave the United States 
with an inadequate timber supply. 
The slow process of reforestation was 
resorted to in order to forestall that 
calamity. The raising of lumber on 
Western oornfields and Southern 
canefields beats reforestation all hol. 
low.—Detroit Free Press. 


An Aristocratic Horse 


Valued At a Thousand Guineas Is One 
Of Costliest In World 


One of the most beautiful, cleverest 
and costliest hacks in the world is to 
be seen in Hyde Park's Rotten Row 
most mornings just now. 

This horse belongs to Wilson Cross, 
chairman of the American Club in 
London, and president of an oil com- 
pany. It is a full-manned; full-tailed 
bright chestnut, six years old, and 
valued at a thousand guineae, and Mr. 
Cross has just brought it from the 
United States, where it has been win- 
ning big prizes in a special class 
unltnown to our horse shows. 

It belongs to the type that Ameri- 
cans call a “‘five-paced horse,” which 
means that in addition to the walk, 
trot and canter or gallop, it has been 
trained to two special intermediate 
paces—a walk and a trot in which the 
legs move all four in sequence instead 
of as two pairs. 

This special gait is taught by 
American cowboys to their mounts 
because for long-distance riding it is 
as easy as an arm-chair, the rider be- 
ing able to sit still in his saddle in- 
stead of rising to the motion of the 
horse,—London Sunday Pictorial. 


Something To Know 
To prevent glass bowl from crack- 
ing when hot custard or stewed fruit 
is poured into it, wring out a large 
flannel in warm water, fold in two 
and stand the bowl on this while pour- 
ing the hot liquid.

Ice In North © 
Receding 


Geologists Say It Might All Melt In 
Time 

Scientists seem determined to make 
our flesh creep, and if they have not 
succeeded in doing so it is certainly 
not from lack of—dare one say?-— 
imagination. We are constantly being | 
told about the unpleasant things that 
would happen if such and such an oc- 
currence took place in nature and if 
this or that miscalculation arose in 
the workings of the solar system. One 
of the latest recruits is Dr. W. J. 
Humphreys, of the United States 
Weather Bureau, who declares that 
if all the ice in Greenland and Antarc- 
tic were to melt the water formed 
would raise the level of the ocean 150 
feet—that is, more than sufficient to| 
inundate a large portion of the world | 
and all of its seaports. 

“Pooh!” says the phlegmatic public, 
“but the ice won't melt.” ‘Don't be 
too certain of that,” interrupts a 
chorus of geologists, “for the ice of 
the Frozen North is steadily reced- 
ing.” At certain periods, state the 
geologists, Greenland did not have 
much ‘ice, and these times may come 
again, About 1000 A.D. the Danes set- 
tled in parts of Greenland that later 
became icebound and then melted 
again. The ice has been retreating 
for a long time now. From the 12,- 
000,000 square miles in existence at 
the period of last maximum glaciation 
there now remains only 6,000,000 
square miles, mostly in Antarctic. 
Other cheerful geologists have re- 
cently pointed out that a drop of only | 
three degrees in the average tempera- 
ture of the temperate zone would 
bring back the glacial period and push 
the inhabitants of Britain, North 
America, and elsewhere down nearer | 
the Equator. 


Simply Not Done 


Nothing In Stories About Toads 
Living Years Without Air 


The toad which is said to have lived 
for 33 years inside a cannon ball at 
Franklin, Penn., turns out to be a 
mere infant, an amateur in longevity. 
At Woodstock, Ont., while excavating 
for a sewer, a three-legged frog was 
found, so they say, imprisoned in hard 
clay five feet underground, and the 
theory was evolved that it had been 
down there fifty to sixty years—liv- 
ing, so it was said, ‘on the tiny fibres 
sprouting from the roots of an old 
tree.” 

This was not bad, but not good 
enough to hold the record very long. | 
A professor, an archaeologist at that, 
at Wellesley, Mass., made the solemn 
statement that in Corinth, Greece, 
when he was excavating in the ruins 
of a theatre, he released two toads 
incarcerated 1,900 years ago. They 
blinked a bit, and then went on about 
their affairs. 

These reports and a hundred like 
them which could be picked from the | 
news of the season, indicate of course, 
nothing more than the enormous ca- 
pacity for self-deception possessed 
by the average individual, sewer-dig- 
ger or professor. As the St. Cathar- 
ines Standard puts it, “any toad 
which hops around an old building 
which is being demolished, or a ce- 
ment wall which is being smashed 
up is generally credited with having 
done the impossible, lived for years 
without air. And it is simply not done, 
not even by toads.”—-Ottawa Jour- 
nal.

Famous British Surgeon Believed It 
To Be a Duty 

An apostle of cheerfulness, Sir 
Charters James Symonds, pioneer of 
abdominal surgery in London, who 
died recently, aged 80, held that 
“cheerfulness is a duty. It is essen- 
tial to fitness of mind, and the gob- 
lins of life hate the singing of a 
cheerful heart. I make a practice of 
smiling at everybody and the result 
is that everybody smiles at me.” 

Other suggestions of the famous 
surgeon were: 

“Learn a sonnet of Shakespeare's 
while you are shaving in the morning. 
This practice will help keep you men- 
tally fit. 

“If you have a bundle of thorns in 
your lot, there is no necessity to sit 
on them, 

“Don't look too closely for faults 
either in yourselves or other people. 
but look for what is good and strong 
and beautiful, and the {aults will drop 
off like leaves.” 

Since 1912 Sir Charters had been 
consulting surgeon to Guy's Hospital, 
London, England, which he had served 
for fifty years. For some years he 
was consulting surgeon to His Maj- 
esty’s forces. During the World War 
he was successively consulting sur- 
geon to the Eastern Command, a 
Saloniki, to the Netley Hospitais and 
to the Southern Command. 

An ancestor, William Symonds, left 
London in 1635 and settled in Wo- 
burn, Mass. Descendants of Will'am 
Symonds later moved to Dalhousie, 
N.B., where Sir Charters was born. 
He was one of the first surgeons to 
remove an appendix. 


Strange Tales From 
Lost Property Office 


People Leave Pecultar Things On 
Trains In England 

It is amazing the things people lose 
at times. If you visit the Lost Pro- 
perty Office in London, England, they 
will tell you strange tales of mislaid 
property. Coffins, pianos, motor-cars, 
and typewriters are amongst the 
things people leave behind them and 
then forget. 

One can understand people losing 
collar studs or pins, but what about 
milk churns? Last year more than 
3,000 were mislaid by farmers and 
dairy companies. Every week the 
companies which supply London with 
milk have an average loss of about 
100,000 bottles.

“Sheoak Net” Still Used 
Ship In Port Places Safety 
Device Under Gangway 
“Better hang out the sheoak net,” 
was the phrase in a nautical book 
that caught our fancy the other day, 
and with the journalistic thirst for 
| information about new things we 
hunted up some information about its 
meaning. It is a common expression 
of raillery among deep-sea sailors, 
and it seems to have its origin thus: 

In the days of the windjammers, in 
the 'seventies, there was a very po- 
tent drink to be had at Sandridge and 
Williamstown, in Melbourne, called 
“Sheoak Beer.’ This was said to be 
made from the bark of the sheoak 
(tree). One or two glasses would 
knock ‘Poor Jack"’ over, with the re- 
sult that a large number of drunken 
men were drowned when going aboard 
their ships late at night. To minimise 
this an Act was passed making every 
ship hang a net under her gangway 
before anyone was allowed aboard or 
| ashore. This Act is still in force at 
all ports; even the large passenger 
ships have to place it under their 
gangways. This net has always been 
called a “sheoak net.” 

Many years ago the piermaster at 
Sandridge, now Port Melbourne, had 
a fine Newfoundland dog which fol- 
lowed every drunken sailor down the 
pier to his ship. If they managed to 
| get safely aboard the dog returned; if 
| the man fell into the sheoak net he 
| would how! till the man was rescued.

{Hopeful Side 
Of Cancer 


Largely a Preventable Disease In 
People Correctly Informed 

The hopeful side of cancer waa 
never known fifty years ago, because 
then the people and the medical pro- 
fession were ignorant; the people, 
uninformed of the importance of be- 
ing examined the moment they were 
warned, and the medical profession, 
still ignorant of the proper treatment, 
even in cases of operable and curable 
cancer, 


The first uniformly successful cures 
of cancer were due to the rapid devel- 
opment of modern surgery, and 
practically all the operations which 
are successful in the cure of cancer 
today were conceived and executed 
successfully before 1900. They should 
be associated with the names of Bill- 
roth of Vienna, Halsted of Johns 
Hopkins, and Kraske and Wertheim 
of Germany. Then came the discov- 
ery of the X-rays and radium, which 
have been successfully employed 
chiefly in the past fifteen years. 

By 1900 many members of the 
medical profession throughout the 
world knew, from their records, that 
the majority of cases of cancer cured 
by surgery were in the very early 
stage. To increase the number of 
individuals who seek the aid of the 
medical profession in the very early 
stages depended upon getting a mes- 
sage to them containing the correct 
information about the earliest signs 
and symptoms of local conditions 
which could be easily seen or felt, 
which might be the local condition 
preceding cancer or the early stage 
of cancer itself. By 1913 we had 
found out that the only way to get 
the essential facts for the protection 
from cancer to the people was 
through the press. 

Our studies from 1913 to 1930 dem- 
onstrate that individuals correctly in- 
formed in regard to cancer run a risk 
of cancer in seventeen per cent. in- 
stead of eighty per cent. which is the 
risk of the ignorant and uninformed. 
The chances of a cure of cancer in 
the enlightened group is more than 
sixty, in the ignorant group it is less 
than ten per cent. 

Briefly, what is it that every one 
should know for protection against 
cancer? First, cancer never begins as 
cancer, but always as a local change 
or spot which is not cancer. When 
the individaul seeks an examination 
at this time, he is always protected 
from cancer. In the external cancer 
the warning is definite, and when the 
spot is in the skin or in the lining of 
the mouth, the person will know it 
before it is cancer. When it is a 
small lump beneath the skin, the 
lump may be so deeply buried that 
it is not felt until its cells have be- 
come cancer cells. Therefore, if any 
one notices a spot on the skin or the 
lining of the mouth and seeks exam- 
ination and treatment at once, no one 
should die of cancer of the skin or 
mouth. When any one feels a lump 
anywhere, the first thing to do is to 
have it examined by a competent 
doctor who will decide between no 
treatment, irradiation, or removal. 

When the cancer is internal, ths 
warnings are different. It may be 
an unusual discharge from one of 
the inlets or outlets of the body, ir- 
respective of the character of the dis- 
charge. The warning may be pain or 
an unnatural feeling of any kind, or 
a change in the normal functions of 
the body. 

The difficulty is not that the indi- 
vidual does not know of the very first 
symptoms, but that he does not know 
that these first and insignificant 
symptoms may be the first warning 
of a dangerous condition, and for that 
reason an examination shou'd be 
sought at once. 

The two most important statements 
which should reach every individual 
in this country today are: 

Select a family physician for your- 
self and your family before illness 
comes, not after. .See the family 
physician once a year, no matter how 
well you feel. Second, every woman 


| who has borne children should go to 


the physician who took care of her 


‘at that time, for a pelvic examina- 


tion, or, if this physician is not avail- 
able, select an equally good, or a 
better one, for this periodic exam'n- 


| ation which is the greatest protection 


against cancer of the cervix.
